Wk gamecock, he attracts the attention 
of the house the instant he takes the 
floor. 
Words pour from him in rhyth­ 
mic fluency. 
His 'gestures are well 
timed and his points 
are 
usually 
clinched w ith pertinent 
anecdotes. 
Pence was born in Indiana in the 
Shadow of the “Tall Sycamore of the 
W abash.” 
Ile is a graduate of Han­ 
over college, and has practiced law 
ever since 1878. 
He will be 36 years 
old in December next. 
He has a boy­ 
ish appearance and is neglige in dress, 
lienee fills the place occupied by Tom 
W atson in the last congress, and fills 
it far 
more 
acceptably. 
Watson 
aroused bitter enemies, but 
Pence, 
While speaking w ith all of Watson's 


an i on the sessions of the house and 
an ardent listener. 
He evidently has 
the elem ents of statesm anship about 
him. 
This was indicated in his speech 
on the silver bill. 
A contrast w ith the other populist is 
lion. Francis G. N ew lands of Nevada. 
He is a m illionaire and a Yale alumnus. 
Ile is the trustee of the estate of the 
late W illiam Sharon. 
Aside from this 
he is a partner of Senator W illiam M. 
Stew art in real estate deals. 
The leading populist from Nebraska, 
if W illiam Jennings Bryan rem ains in 
the dem ocratic party, is W illiam Ar­ 
th u r McKeiglian of Red Cloud. 
Mc- 
K eighan is tall, angular and bony. He 
has a clean-shaven face, high cheek 
bones, sunken ej*es and thick brow n 
hair. 
He is a man of braw n and in tel­ 
lect. 
Born of Irish parents in New 
Jersey, tie was a soldier in tho late 
war, and afterw ard pre-em pted a farm 
in N ebraska. 
It is said th a t he was 
living in a dugout w hen first nom inat­ 
ed for office. 
However this may be, it 
is certain th a t he has turned many a 
sod and reaped m any an acre of grain. 
W ith all this hard work he has been 
an inveterate reader, and is undoubt­ 
edly as well informed on political sub­ 
jects as any m an in the house. 
His 
speeches show great research and care­ 
ful arrangem ent. 
There is nothing 
brillian t about him. 
He never aspires 
to eloquence, but states his facts in 
clear and precise language, molding 
them so perfectly th a t the shrew dest 
law yer would hardly be able to find a 
joint in his armor. 
M cKeiglian is in­ 
debted to the indorsem ent of a demo- 
ocratic convention for his seat in the 
house. 
Ile had run for congress as a 
dem ocrat against Jam es Laird some 
years before, and was defeated.

close atten d an t on the sessions of the 
house, there is no more useful man in 
congress. 
Near McKeiglian sits Homer Madison 
Kern of Broken Bow, Neb. 
He is a 
sharp-eyed gentlem an, w ith auburn 
hair and beard.

His speeches iii tile 
late campaign in Virginia attracted 
much attention. 
Ile has made one or 
two speeches in the hov.se that have 
shaken up ’the dry bonds. 
Mr. Bell is 
six years older than his colleague, NIr. 
Pence. 
If the populists are to hold 
their own in congress and increase 
Vheir membership, it will require the 
continuo js service of men like Bell and 
Pence to do it. 
There are already in­ 
dication i that the republicans are re­ 
gaining their foothold in Colorado. 
If 
this is so, there will be high old times 
in the Rocky mountains next fall. Bell 
and Pence will probably find it easier 
to magnetize the miners than to be­ 
witch the farmers of Virginia. Wher­ 
ever they appear they are sure to have 
large audiences and to awaken en­ 
thusiasm. 
Last cf all amon? the populists is 
Haldor E. Boen of Minnesota.

The total 
premiums returned by the twerty-one 
American companies is $54,101,101, 
and the losses and expenses paid 
are 
$.>5,190,04. 
The premiums of the 
nineteen foreign companies is given 
at $3 1,048,538, and the losses and ex­ 
penses paid at $38 517,097. 
The ag­ 
gregate loss for tbe year sustained by 
the American companies is placed at 
$4,705,591, and that of the foreign 
companies i6 placed at $4,705,591, 
and th at of the foreign companies at 
$2,180,449. 
The statement is given 
to the public as a reason which im- 
pells the insurance companies to in­ 
crease premium rates throughout the 
country.

The 
fire was discovered in 
the creamery 
boiler room about half 
past seven 
o’clock, and spread with a swiftness

Jam es H aggart. the proprietor, was in 
the creamery about ten or fifteen min­ 
utes before the fire was discovered 
and found everything as usual.
